Some serious questions are raised in 


regard to the Issue of new securities 
by rnllroa'l corporations engaged in 
interstate'commerce. .They' are at 
present' .organized .under, state laws, 
and it Is doubtful whether the power 
of congress to regulate the commerce 
In which they are engaged reaches so 
far as to authorize it to prescribe Ihe 
terms and conditions of .their organiza- 
tion of .their security: Issues., The pur- 
pose" of preventing over-issues is in 
itself a.good.one,-and it is desirable 
that fuuds\should be raised by the is- 
sue of securities'- only for the legiti- 
mate purposes of the railroad carrier. 
If the approval of Ihe commission Is 
to .be. required for all new issues, It 
would hardly seem necessary to re- 
quire that stock should never he sold 
at less than par value. That might be 
left to tho commission if it is compe- 
tent for the duties Imposed upon it. 
Many, railroads ;of the past, built to 
open up jmd develop new sections, 
would never, have'been constructed 
or would have progressed very slowly- 
and delayed development very ;idng 
if there had not been considerable 
stoclc disposed of on faith in future 
returns and advancing values. Funds 
.could not have been raised by offering 
stock at par which could have uo'hope 
of dividends for some years and might 
never get any.

ADULTERATION OF IMILK. 


A Missouri reader of these notea 


writes inquiring if there is any sim- 
ple and correct way of ascertaining 
whether sweet milk has been adulter- 
ated. In several states the pure food 
laws require that milk-1 shall contain 
not less than 3 per cent of butter fnt 
nor less than 12% per cent of milk sol- 
ids. The butter fat content Is readily 
determined by the Babcock test, which 
is simply made ,by adding to a gradu- 
ated test tube of the milk three or 
four drops of concentrated sulphuric 
acid, which causes the fatty content 
to separate as yellow butter, oil and 
rise to the top of the tube, when the 
proportion it bears to the whole can 
be easily determined. 
If the butter 


fat content is less than 3 per cent 
there is good reason for believing that 
the milk has been adulterated- or is 
from a mighty poor cow. Tho milk 
solids are readily determined by the 
Quevenne lactometer, and we are. in- 
debted to Professor Moj-tensen, direct- 
or of the department of dairying at 
the State college at Ames, la., for the 
folio-wing directions for using it: 


"Take a glass or tin cylinder one 


and a half inches in diameter nnd one 
Inch high and fill about three-fourths 
full ,pf the milk to be tested. The 
milk should be thoroughly mixed be- 
fore the sample, is taken and be at a 
temperature of .00 degrees"!'., though' 
the'reading may be taken from 50 to! 
70 'degrees. The lactometer Is placed 
In the milk and the reading taken 
after it has floated in the milk for a 
minute. At the same time there should 
be a reading of the temperature on 
the thermometer with which the lac- 
tometer Is equipped. The total"sojlds 
are ascertained by adding one nud 
two-tenth times the per'cent of fat to 
one-fourth of the lactometer-reading. 
For example, if the lactometer reading 
Is 32 nnd the fat according to the Bab- 
cock.test Is 4 per cent the total solids 
would be equal to 4 x 1.2 plus 32 -r- 4, 
or 4.8 plus 8, or 12.S. If the tempera- 
ture of the milk is above CO .degrees 
F. one-tenth. should be added io the 
lactometer reading for each degree 
above, and if tile temperature is below 
00 degrees one-tenth should be sub- 
tracted from the lactometer reading 
for .each thermometer degree below. 
For example. If the lactometer reading 
nt 05 degrees F. is 32 the corrected 
reading -would be 32 plus five-tenths, 
or 32.5, nnd If the reading of the lac- 
:ometer is 55 degrees five-tenths should 
be subtracted from 32, which would 
make the correct reading 31.5. 


HOW TUBERCULIN IS MADE. 
There seems to be an idea in the 


minds of some that the injection of 
.ubereulin Into the system of a cow 
which does not have tuberculosis may 
n some mysterious way develop the 
disease in her. This Is a wrong idea, 
as will be understood from a descrip- 
lon of the method of preparing the 
erum given below, taken from a bul- 
etin recently published by Dr. C. H. 
Itange of the Iowa Agricultural col- j 
ege at Ames:
